‘‘ Him shall ye hear in all things whatso 
ever I command you; but whosoever 
will not hearken to that prophet, shall be 
cut off from his people.” 

Thus their advantages were great, but 
they were liable to forfeit them by diso- 
bedience. Had they as a nation obeyed 
this last command of the law, and heark- 
ened to Christ as a people, he would un- 
doubtedly have blessed them with the in- 
fluence of his spirit, and have continued 
his church among them—-but they knew 
not the day of their visitation. And al- 
though the first church was collected 
among them, and they were favored with 
a revival at the day of pentecost ; yet the 
great mass of the people were suffered to 
remain in a state of blinded impenitence 
for rejecting the Saviour. ‘They also 
had the promise that if they would seek 
the Lord, and obey him, he would cir- 
cumcise their hearts to love him with all 
their hearts, and all their soul, that they 
might live, Deut. xxx. 6—or in other 
words, that he would convert them, aod 
prepare them for an heavenly inheritance 
with the spiritual children of their father 
Abraham. 

Another of their privileges is, that 
though, as concerning the Gospel, they 
are enemies for the Gentile’s sake, yet as 
touching the election, they are beloved 
for the father’s sake ; and will finally be 
brought in as a people.

It is evident the body is gone. The 
Apostles describe the resurrection of their 
master ; and assert that he appeared to 
them on the very day he arose, and fre- 
quently afterwards. Read the soldiers’ 
account, Matt. xxviii. Observe the con- 
duct ofthe rulers. Why do they not or- 
der the Apostles to be seized? Why do 
they not command the soldiers to he pun- 
ished? Why do they not bring the whole 
to a juridical determination? Why is 
this neglect in men, who had been so anx- 
ious to have a guard placed on the sepul- 
chre? On the supposition of the resur- 
récfion of Jesus, the whole is nutural and 
easy : OD a supposition that the disciples 
came and stole the body away, every thing 
is inexplicable.—In short, the more at- 
tentively every miracle is examined, the 
stronger evidence it will be found to con- 
tain. Will it be said, “ The Apostles had 
the writing of their own story, and the 
telling of their own tale? But does not 
the success of the gospel plainly shew, 
tbat their account could not be contra- 
dicted nor disproved? In fact, what con- 
tradiction of this miracle do the writings 
of the adversaries of the gospel contain ? 
what proof that the resurrection of Jesus 
did not take place ?* 

Lay these things together, and let them 
be duly weighed ; it is impossible but that 
they must have weight with a considerate 
mind. The miracles of Christ and his 
Apostles were published all around, as 
soon as they were performed. They 
were committed to the page of history in 
the same age, in he same country, and 
for the inspection of the same people 
among whom they were wrought.

Bunyan is bvt one instance, amongst a 
multitude that could be named, of the tal- 
ent which might be cultivated, and of the 
eloquence which might be elicited, by a 
careful and truly conscientious and rel:- 
gious study of the book of God. The man 
who in his sacred ministrations would 
reason: with the most effect, must argue 
on the principles of revelation. There is 
presented a system of logic, built on facts 
relating to God and eternity, which is un- 
erring in all its rudiments, infallible in all 
its premises, and inflexibly just and cor- 
rect in all its deductions. He who would 
arrest the conscience of the bold trans- 
gressor, or awaken the stupor of the 
careless and self-deceived, must pluck his 
arrows of conviction from the Bible, and 
aim them, with an eloquence which a 
deep acquaintance with that book can 
alone inspire, at the feelings, the sinful 
habits, and the corrupt but secret propen- 
sities of those, whom we would recal to 
duty and to God. 
It is because the models of inspiration 
are kept out of sight, and are superseded 
by a courtly mode of address, and a model 
of argument built on the basis of carnal 
reasoning, that so little is done by a large 
portion of modern preachers. They go 
to the people with much fancied strength ; 
but their panoply resembles that of David, 
armed with Saul’s armour. They return 
from their labour with dissatisfaction, be- 
cause they see no lasting impression made 
on their auditory. Unlike David, they 
refuse the sling and the stone, a simple 
dependance on God and the efficacy of 
his truth, and disappointment is the conse- 
quence. 
Let us for a moment recur to the 
preaching of Paul. It was said of him on 
acertain occasion, that “‘he was pressed 
tn spirit,” in other words, borne down 
with the burden of a message which he 
must deliver at his peril, ‘ and testified 
to the Jews that Jesus was Christ.”

He left witha servant a letter 
for his wife, with an injunction not to be de- 
livered until the following day—but her dis- 
tress was so great in consequence of bis ab- 
sence, that the servant was induced to hand it 
to her in the afternoon.

Morgan's Body Found.—A_ body has been 
found in LaRe Ontario, near Oak Orchard 
Creek, supposed to be that of the unfortunate 
Capt. Morgan. Acoroner’s inquest being 
called before it was moved, brought in a ver- 
dict of suffocation by drowning, without any 
discovery of the name or character of the de- 
ceased, there being no papers save a few reli- 
gious tracts, &c. in the pockets. The publi- 
cation of the height and appearance, and oth- 
er particulars, conceraing the corpse, soon 
raised suspicions which resulted in the taking 
up aod holding of a new inquest over it. At 
this, Mrs. Morgan and many others formerly 
acquainted with her husband, attended, and 
were examined separately and before seeing 
the body, as to any particular marks by which 
its identity might be established. The evi- 
dence so elicited was sustained by reference 
to the body; and two teeth, drawn by a sur- 
geon of this village from Morgan’s head, aud 
produced by Mrs. Morgan, were applied to 


and the other teeth in the mouth of the 
deceased. The head partly bald, and hair 
somewhat grey—the height, apparent age, 
and a mark on one of the feet corresponding 
with ascar left by a surgical operation on a 
similar part of Morgan’s body—with other 
circumstances which we have not now room 
to detail, led to a unanimous verdict from 
three and twenty jurymen, that this body was 
no other than Morgan’s. 
It is, to be sure, as we intimated yesterday, 
not reconcilable with experience, that a y 
thrown into a river and floating sith a dis- 
tance through a lake, should have held togeth- 
er for the space Morgan is alleged to have 
been dead ; but the investigations of the jury 
prove either that such is the fact in this in- 
stance, or that the deceased did not meet his 
doom at so early a day as is generally believed. 
In addition to these facts from the Roches- 
ter Daily Adv. the Orleans Co. Advocate of 
Oct. 17th contains the following. ‘* We stop 
the Press to announce that Capt. S. S. Dur- 
fee, of one of the canal boats, who left Buffa- 
lo yesterday, brought information, which was 
coofirmed by two of his bands who attended 
the examination, that a man by the name of 
Hill of Buffalo, has confessed that he was one 
of five persons who*murdered Morgan—that 
they rowed out in a skiff into the Niagara 
river and threw him overboard. The story 
of Morgan’s body being found it is supposed 
drew from him ‘this confession. We think this 
report may be relied on. Hillis now in Buf- 
falo jail, and bas promised to give the names of 
his accomplices.”

Russia.—Letters from Berlin of the last of 
August, says thatall private accounts from 
Russia mention great movements among the 
troops; and thata levy en masse of the Don 
Cossacs is spoken of.

Turkey and Greece.—The dates from Con- 
stantinople, says the Daily Advertiser, are to 
the 22d of August. At that time, the ultima- 
tum of the powers had been presented to the 
Porte eight days, and only five days more 
were allowed for deliberation: the original 
period of one month having been considered 
too long, and reduced one half. The ambas- 
sadors of England, France and Russia, pre- 
sented it together ; and the Reis Effendi, af- 
ter inquiring of the dragomans, what were its 
contents, and receiving no satisfaction, laid it 
aside. The European papers very naturally 
ve many different conjectures on the sub- 
ject, and publish all the rumors they hear. 
It is said that Mr. Stratford Camning urged 
the Austrian Internuncio to advise the Divan 
to accept the propositions, but that he refused. 
Also, that the Prussian minister made some 
representations to the Reis Effendi, which 
were ineffectual. The limited time will ex- 
pire on the 3ist of August. In the meao 
time, the three powers are assembling their 
squadrons in the Archipelago; the best evi- 
dence we have seen to prove that they adhere 
to their resolution of doing something for 
Greece and humanity. pretty strong force 
was already collected in the Grecian waters : 
and their rendezvous appears to have been 
appointed in the ports of the Peloponnesus, or 
its immediate vicinity. Lord Cochrane has 
taken a Turkish sloop of war, (we believe it 
isa new prize,) and one other vessel. It is 
said he has been unable to organize the Greek 
— and is obliged to depend on his own 
orces. 


_ Buenos Ayres and Brazil.—The following

Domestic Wine.—The Georgetown Repub- 
lican publishes a letter from Mr. Adlam, (so 
celebrated for the perfection to which he has 
brought domestic wine from the native grape,) 
from which we extract the followieg recipe 
for making wine of wild grapes. This, as he 
remarks, is the season at wich the common 
Fox grape and other large grapes are ripe; 
and as others will be ripening until after the 
frost, it is well todraw the attention of farm- 
ers to the subject. Mr. Adium says that there 
are thousands, if not tens of thousands, of 
bushels of wild grapes of various kinds, now 
growing io the different sections of our coun- 
try, each bushel of which will inake from two 
to three gallons of wine, much better than the 
wretched stuffimported in wood called Claret, 
and other ynported wines of low prices. He 
gathered some of the fox grapes for experi 
ment, from the places where they grew natu- 
rally, and bruising them and straining them 
through a thin piece of muslin, tried the spe 
cific gravity, and found it to be 1,055, which 
was the average of three different wines, and 
which is equal to one pound four ounces of 


the sweet principle, that is ae to the gal- 


jon of the juice or must.— 
To make wine of wild grapes. 

Gat'er the grapes when ripe and bruise 
them with a mallet, or in any other way, just 
to crack the skins is sufficient, but take great 
care not to bruise the seeds—and when the 
grapes are bruised, put them into an open 
headed cask or tub, but do not fill it more than 
two thirds full, where they are to remain for 
one, two or three days, according to the tem- 
perature of the weather, or until the pulp or 
colouring matter is dissolved. The skins and 
seeds will bave risen to the surface and the 
wine is to be drawn off by a hole made within 
one or twoinches of the bottom, the wine will 
run off tolerably clear; but have a hair sive 
to let it run through toeatch every thing that 
may run off with the wine—when you have 
the wioe drawn off, add sugar to taste, 
or itis a better way to add sugar untjl fresh 
egg swims, just so that the upper edge is even 
with the surface of the must, and as soon as it 
is dissolved, put it into a Clean cask well fum- 
igated with a sulphur match and bung it up 
tight; bore a small gimblet hole near the 
bung, into which put a peg, not so tight but 
that a little air may escape to keep the cask 
from bursting. ot ne — yes 
the peg in tight, and it 1s nut necessary to 
at it again wat the first week in December, 
when in nine cases out of tea, the wine will 
be 
under any apprehension about the fermenta- 
tion, as it wiil go on in its own way, and na- 
ture will perform her office in the best manner 
possible.

fallor frost grapes, or others, as the chicken 
or. pigeon, which are full of seeds and have 
thick clammy juice, it will be necessary to 
add from one gallon to a gailon and a ha'f of 
water tothe bushel of grapes, either before 
or after they are bruised, the grapes to be first 
measured in the clusters—put the water to 
them a little more than milk warm, and rub 
them well with the hand, then put them into a 
cask or tub as ahove mentioned, and follow 
the directions given for the manufacture of 
the fox grape wine. In rubbiog them with 
your hands, it is very easy to get most of the 
stems off the grapes, and if separated, will 
make a neater wine. 

Where you have not the means of getting 
the instruments for ascertaining the specific 
gravity of the must of the grape, and if you 
wish a wine to keep for an indefinite length of 
time, the way is to add sugar to the must slow- 
ly, and dissolve it until a fresh egg swims, so 
that the upper edge is just even with the sur- 
face of the must of the grapes, which will theo 
be equal to about three pounds of the sweet 
principle, (sugar,) to the gallon; where there 
are about two pounds of the sweet principle, 
in the gallon, it will make a wine that ought 
to be drank within the twelve month follow- 
ing. But for your grog bruisers, whiskey, 
rum, and Madeira drinkers, who drink for the 
“ untoxicating quality and not for the flavor” — 
it will be necessary to add from three to four 
gallons of strong brandy to the barrel of wine 
—with four gallons of brandy to the barrel,

The now a sufficient quantity of the 
wild chicken and frost penn within halfa 
mile of my house to make a pipe of wine, and 
I should suppose that in Montgomery county, 
which joios the D. of C. there are wild grapes 
sufficient, if they were gathered to make be- 
tween one and two hundred pipes, otherwise 
they will be left to fall and rot on the ground 
or be eaten by the birds, and in the whole 
state of Maryland, there is now at this pres- 
ent moment, enough of wild grapes on the 
vines to make two thousand pipes of wine, 
and many of the other states would produce 
as much, which would be worth if properly 
manufactured, from fifty to one hundred cents 
the gallon.

THE CONVERSION AND RESTORA- 
TION OF THE JEWS. 


The question which we are to-day cal- 
led upon to consider, respects the conver- 
sion and restoration of the Jews, a peo- 
ple who more than any other have at- 
tracted the especial notice of heaven. I 
hope therefore, before adducing the tes- 
timony of the witnesses on the principal 
subjects of inquiry, to be indulged with 
a brief recital of some of the most im- 
portant events in their history. The 
progenitor of this nation, which became 
afterwards very populous, was Abraham, 
the eleventh in descent from Noah. In 
obedience to the voice of the Lord, he 
left Mesopotamia about 422 years alter 
the deluge, to reside in the land of Ca- 
naan, which he was promised his postert- 
ty should inherit. This promise was ful- 
filled about 470 after the call of Abra- 
ham, when the Israelites, under Joshua, 
first took permanent possession of the | 
country. The various miraculous inter- | 
positions which preceded, and effected | 
their settlement in the promised land, 
the captivity of Joseph, the removal o! 
Jacob’s family to Egypt, their kind recep- | 
tion by Pharaoh, their uvinterrupted pros- 
perity at first and their oppressive treat- 
ment afterwards, their deliverance by the 
hand of Moses, wrought by some of the 
most astonishing exhibitions of divine 
power which human eye ever witnessed, 
their preservation in the wilderness and 
their induction into Canaan by the part- 
ing of the flood of Jordan, are too famil- 
iar to require a minute relation. For 
356 years after their settlement they 
were governed by 15 successive judges 
who were akind of temporary supreme 
magistrates, raised up by God himself in 
seasons of emergeucy, to deliver his re- 
penting people from the calamities which 
their idolatrous practices had brought 
upon them. After the expiration of this 
period a regal government was establish- 
ed at the desire of the people, and lasted

The scriptures not only 
predict the conversion of the Jews to the 
Christian faith, but also their restoration 
to their country.

After the death of Solomon, and jthe de- 
signation of his successor, ten tribes re- 
volted from his government because he 
refused to relieve them from certain 
grievances of which they complained. 
They were afterwards united with the 
other two tribes from which they had 
separated, but continued a distinct king- 
dom for the space of 254 years, till al- 
ter Salmanazar, king of Assyria, carried 
them into capt@@y. The Indian’ of 
America are supp@sed by many to be the 
descendants of theze tribes. The re 

maining two tribes, though guilty of many 
relapses into idolatry and other forbidden 
practices, for which they were chastised, 
with the hostile incursions of the sur- 
rounding rations, yet preserved their 
government unbroken till 134 years after 
the destruction of the Israelite’s kingdom, 
whenthey were carried into captivity, 
their country devastated, their city de 

stroyed, its walls demolished, and the 
temple burnt by the army of Nebuchad- 
nezzar, king of Babylon. After acaptivi- 
ty of 70 years, the Jews were restored to 
their ancient country, and their city and 
temple rebuilt. Between this time and 
the coming of Christ, a period of about 
520 years, Jerusalem was thrice taken, 
first by Ptolemeus Soter, king of Egypt, 
B. C, 320, then by Antiochus Epiphanes, 
king of Syria, who pillaged the temple, 
destroyed 40,000 of the inhabitants, sold 
as many more, and strove to introduce 
the idolatrous worship of the heathens 
upon the ruins of the Jewish faith, B. C. 
170—and last by the Romans under 
Pompey, B. C. 63, when Judea became 
a province of the Roman empire. For 
their wickedness in rejecting and crucify- 
ing the Messiah, a heavier calamity than 
they had before experienced, was doom- 
ed toovertake them. In the 70th year 
of the Christian era, Titus, son of Ves- 
pasian, the Roman emperor, tcok their 
city and destroyed their temple. More 
than a million of Jews perished, and about 
100,000 were taken prisoners, So com- 
plete was the ruin, that the prediction of 
Christ, that there should not be left one 
stone upon anether that should not be 
thrown down, was literally accomplished. 
From that time to the present, they have 
been dispersed among the nations, with- 
out being induced to swerve from their 
religion, or intermix with other people. 
Here the question naturally recurs, will 
they beconverted and restored to their 
own land? In support of the affirmative 
of this question, I will urge the follow-

Penitent.— But do the benign precepts 
of the gospel deny to the believing par. 
ents, the privilege of offering up their 
children to Christ in baptism? May not 
the infant seed of believers be considered 
as belonging to the household of faith ? 

Bible.—Jobn iii. 3. Jesus answered 
and said unto him, Verily, verily, I say un- 
to thee, Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God. 

John xii. 12, 13. On the next day 
much people that were come to the feast, 
when they beard that Jesus was coming 
to Jerusalem, took branches of palm trees, 
and went forth to meet hin, and cried, 
Hosanna: Blessed is the King of Israel 
that cometh in the name of the Lord.

Penitent.—Bat is this new covenant, 
spoken of by Jeremiah, recognized any 
where in the New Testament, and sanc- 
tioned, to the exclusion of the Old?

Penitent.—It is said by many very wor- 
thy ministers of the gospel, that the 
Christian and the Jewish Church are both 
one, or that the Christian church is the 
Jewish church continued ; and that, as in- 
fants under the Jewish dispensation were 
to be circumcised, so now, under the gos- 
pel dispensation, infants are to be bapti- 
zed. How is this? 

Bible.--Gal. 1. 13, 15. For ye have 
heard of my conversation in times past in 
the Jews* religion, how that beyond meas- 
ure I persecuted the church of God, and 
wasted it. And profited in the Jews’ re- 
ligion above many my equals in mine own 
nition, being more exceedingly zealous of 
the traditions of my fathers. Chap v. 6. 
For in Jeaus Christ neither circumcision 
availeth any thing, por uncircumcision ; 
bet faith which worketh by love. 

Peritent --| know that circumcision is 
done away ; but was not baptism a substi- 


tute ? and did not the apostles of our 
Tard Tene Ohciot, wien they forbid cir- 


cumcision, institute baptism in its stead ? 

Bible.—Acts xv. 24 to 29, For as 
much as we have heard, that certain 
which went out from us have troubled 
you with words, subverting your souls, 
saying, ye must be circumcised, and keep 
the law, to whom we gave no such com- 
mandment: It seemed good unto us, be 
ing assembled of one accord, to send chos- 
en men unto you, with our beioved Bar- 
nabas and Paul, men that have hazarded 
their lives for the name of our Lord Jeaus 
Christ. We have sent, therefore, Judas 
and Silas, who Shall also tell you the same 
things by mouth. For it seemed good to 
the Holy Ghost, and to os, to lay upon 
you no greater burden than these neces 
sary things: That ye abstain from meats 
offered to idols, and from blood, and from 
things strangled, and from fornication ; 
from which if ye keep yourselves, ye 
shall do well. Fare ye well. 
Penitent.—Are not parents, under the 
gospel dispensation, to baptize ther chil 
dren, as being of the same nature, the 
same in design, as the same door into the 
same church, and the seal of the same cov- 
enant, and apply it te the same subjecis, 
as circumcision was under the Jewish dis- 
pensation ? 

Bible.—Acts xxi. 25. As touching the 
Gentiles which believe, we have written, 
and concluded that they observe no such 
thing, save, &c. 

Penttent.—-But some very eminent 
preachers of the gospel, and as I believe 
godly men teach that the infants of be- 
levers must be baptized, alledging that 
the scripture warrants and requires it. 
Can it be possible that they are ignorant 
of what the scripture teaches ; or can it 
be that they are willingly or wilfully 
wrong ? Is it possible ? 

Bible.—-Acts xviii. 24, 25, 26. Anda 
certain Jew named Apollos, born at Alex- 
andria, an eloquent man, and mighty in 
the scriptures, came to Ephesus. This 
man was instructed in the way of the 
Lord ; and being fervent in the spirit, he 
spake gnd taught diligently the things of 
the Lord, knowing only the baptism of 
John. And he began to speak boldly in 
the synagogue ; whom when Aguila and 
Priscilla had heard, they took him unto 
them, and expounded unto him the way of 
God more perfectly. 

Matt. xv. 9. But in vain do they wor- 
ship me, teaching for doctrines the com- 
mandments of men. 

Penitent.—-And what am I to conclude 
from the foregoing passages of scripture ? 
Are there no other passages of importance 
relating to this subject ? 

Bible.—John v.39. Search the scrip- 
tures, &c. 

All scripture is given 
by inspiration of God, and is profitable for 


doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for 


instruction in righteousness. 
Penitent.—I will search the scriptures, 


and take them as the rule of faith and
